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REMARKS 

Claims 1-29 are pending in the presratappUcarion,ofwhichclaiim 1,6, 11, 16,21,23 
and 25-27 are independent. After entry of the above amendments, claims 1-24 and 30-33 are 
pending in the present application, of which claims 1, 6, 1 1, 16. 21, 23, 30 and 32 are 
independent Applicants believe that the present application is in condition for allowance, whidi 
prompt and fevorablc action is respectfully requested. 



I. Drawings 

Enclosed herewith are amended Figures 1-3 in which the proposed changes are made in 
red ink. Applicant respectftUly requests the Examiner to accept these Figures as amended 
because they correct informalities pointed out by the Examiner. 

n. Rejection unber 35 VS.C. §102 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-24, now paiding, under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b> as being 
allegedly anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6.006,109 issued to Shin (hereinafter "Shin"). The 
rejection is respectfiilly traversed in its entirety. 

To anticipate a claim under 35 U.S.C. §l02(e), the reference must teach every 
element of the daim and "[t]he Identical invention must be shown in as complete 
detail as is contained in the . . . daim." (see MPEP §2131). 

Shin discusses a conventional wireless data communication m which a portable phone is 
used by a portable computer to transmit and receive data wirelessly. As shown in Figures 3-5, 
Shin teadies an interface unit 200 allows the ponable cranputer to communicate with the 
portable phone through the microphone/headphone jack (col. 3, lines 3 1 -55), Therefore, the 
portable phone is essentially a conduit that wirelessly forwards data to and from the portable 
computer to another device. 
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In contrast, the independent claims 1, 6. 11, 16. 21 and 23. as amended, discloses an 
apparatus that allows a non-wireless coromvmication between two devices, wherein the first 
device is one of a mobile phone, a personal digital assistant or a smart phone and wherein flie 
second device is one of a mobile phone, a personal digital assistant or a smart phone. 

Shin does not teach or even suggest the non-wireless conamnnication between, for 
example two mobile phones, two personal assistants, a mobile phone and a smart phone, etc., as 
claimed in the independent daims 1. 6, 1 1, 16, 21 and 23. Since Shin does not teach every 
element of the claims. Applicants submit that the independent claims 1, 6, 1 1, 16. 21 and 23 are 
allowable. 

Also, claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, 17-20. 22 and 24 depend firom and include all the elements 
cited in the independent claims 1, 6. 1 1, 16. 21 and 23, respectively. Accordingly, AppUcant 
submits that these claims are beUeved to be allowable based on their dependency from an 
allowable base claim as well as other novel features included tiierein. 

For at least the foregoing reasons. Applicants respectfiUly request a withdrawal of the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102. 

in. N£W CLAIMS 

With respect to new claims 30-33. AppUcants submit that none of the cited references 
discloses encoding^decoding digital data based on either a digital to analog/analog to digital 
conversion or a mtdti-carrier modulation/demodulation. Moreover, with respect to claims 3 1 and 
33. none of the cited references discloses receivingrtransmittiiig analog signals having 
fi-cquencies in the range of approximately 1 kHz to 3 kHz. 

Therefore, AppUcants respectfijUy submit that the claims 30-33 are allowable.
